DOMESTIC NED'S. 
m-eellaneouH Item* of Pollllcnl News. 
CFN'ERAL OAKKIKLO’S DEFENSE. 
New Yop.k, July 17th.—A ITcntiU Boston 
special says: Hassell H. Couwell of Summer­ 
ville, Mass., is writing a campaign biography 
of Garfield, which will he issued in a few 
days. C'onwell spent two weeks at the home 
of the Republican candidate in Mentor, Ohio, 
and piiuts what he claims to be an official 
statement from Gai field on the Credit Alobi- 
lier, back-pay and J>e Golyer-paveuient af­ 
fairs, in which he undertakes to establish his 
absolute innocence of any discreditable con­ 
nections with them. The Herald gives nearly 
a column of extracts. AmoDg other things, 
Garfield says: “ Out of an offer never ac­ 
cepted lias arisen this enormous fabric of 
accusation and suspici in. If there be a citi­ 
zen of the United States willing to believe 
that for §3-9 I have bartered away my good 
name, and to falsehood have added peijury, 
these pages are not addressed to him.” In 
reference to the L*e Golyer-pavcment matter, 
Ga: field is represented as saying that he was 
in no way inteiested m the contract, and that 
his only connection w ith the case was in ap- 
[learing, on short notice, at a hearing before 
the Board of Public Woiks. Then he ap­ 
peared for another attorney, and attended the 
hearing as a mutter of accommodation, the 
hearing being upon the durability of the pave­ 
ment, and not a wold was said concerning 
any contract at that time. About the con­ 
tract aud traud he knew nothing. To sub­ 
stantiate his statement, letters of Congress­ 
men are given. He denies receiving any 
share or profit, nr any pay, for either his in­ 
fluence or servi'-es in the matter, directly or 
indirectly connected with the scandalous 
contract. 
. 
TUE IRISH-AMERICAN PEACEMAKERS. 
Chicago, July 17th.—Following are sub­ 
stantially the resolutions of the Indianapolis 
Irish-Repubiicau Convention : 
First—Ac­ 
cepting and ratifying the Chicago platform. 
Second—Indorsing the nominations of Gen­ 
erals Garfield and Arthur, and pledging un­ 
qualified support of them as eminently 
worthy. Third—That while holding Amer­ 
ican citizenship to be a general designation 
under which we perform our duties to the 
nation, we yet believe that as Irishmen and 
sons of Irishmen it is not only proper but our 
bouudeu duty to act specially as Irish-R<q>ub- 
licans, organized in every State and district, 
and to that end organize a National Execu­ 
tive Committee to aid in coping with and 
defeatingour Democraticoppouents. Fourth— 
The Democratic party by its past record, its 
many changes of tront, unpatriotic aud par­ 
tisan legislation in the late and preceding 
Congresses, and by acquiescence in the use of 
fraudulent ballots, rifle and shotgun clubs, 
the intimidation of American citizens in the 
enjoyment of their constitutional light--, has 
shown itself a foe to good government and to 
IhecauBeof freedom. Fifth—That the mem­ 
bers of this Convention proceed at once to 
organize themselves iuto a national organiza­ 
tion, to he known as the “ lii-h- American 
Republican League,” and that tpe members 
of this league now present pledge themselves 
to proceed immediately upon their return to 
their respective homes to organize Irish- 
American Republican Clubs, wherever at all 
practicable ; and that upon the organization 
of any such club, iie officers he ia>tructed to 
report the same to the Secretary of the Na­ 
tional Executive Committee, to the cud that 
a correct record may lie kept of the progrecs 
of our organization. Sixth—That these reso­ 
lutions and the address adopted by the Con­ 
vention he prepared and placed everywhere 
possible iu the hands of Iiish-American Re­ 
publican citizens. 
A SMALL MATTER, ANYHOW. 
Chicago, July 17th.—The Journal's New 
Yoik special says : It having been stated that 
fifty of the seventy officers of the Third 
Army Corps (Hancock’s) who attended the 
recent reunion at Ca|>e May, expressed them­ 
selves as in favor of Hancock for President, 
Thomas I’afleity, late I.ieutenant-Colonel of 
the Seventy-firsi; New York Volunteers, of 
the Third Aimy Corps, publishes a card 
over his own signature, contradicting the 
statement. Colonel Rafferty asserts that the 
next day after the statement appeared a can­ 
vass of the officers was made, ami there were 
found just four of them, and no more, who 
would vote for Hancock. 
HANCOCK’S VISITORS. 
N ew Y ork, July 17th.—General Hancock 
devoted the foienoon yesterday to official 
business and his correspondence, and then 
made a brief visit to the city on private busi­ 
ness. Among his more prominent visitors 
duiing the day were ex-Governor Curtin of 
Pennsylvania, Congressman Ellis of Louis­ 
iana, Blanton Duncan of Kentucky, W. P. 
Mitchell and P. Mealey of New Orleans, and 
Judge Lochraa of Atlanta, Ga. Mr. Dun­ 
can said that nearly all the negro vote would 
he given to Hancock, and that there was no 
doubt that he would carry every Southern 
State except Florida. 
HE OUGHT TO RESIGN. 
W ashington, July 17th.—It is reported 
that Elisha L. Applegate, Night Inspector of 
Customs at Portland, Oregon, is one of the 
Republican candidates for the office of Presi­ 
dential Elector. In viexv of the constitu­ 
tional questions which arose during the last 
Presidential campaign relating to matters of 
this kind, it would saem to he the part of 
wisdom that Applegate should either resign 
his Iusfiectorsliip or withdraw' from the ticket 
iu season to allow his place to be filled. 
A FALSE RUMOR. 
N ew Y ork, July 17th.—A false rumor 
was current to-night that Samuel J. Tilden 
was dead. Its correctness has been disproved. 
NOMINATED FOR CONGRESS. 
• 
St. L ouis, July 17th.—The Republicans of 
the Seventeenth Illinois District have nomi­ 
nated for Congress John B. Hay, a former 
Congressman. 
The New Land Law— Letter from Com­ 
missioner W illiamson. 
W ashington, July 17th.—Commissioner 
Williamson of the General Land Office to­ 
day issued the following letter of explanation 
aud interpretation of the scope and force of 
the Act relating to the public lands of the 
United States, to Registers and Receivers of 
United States District Land Offices : 
“ I have to direct your attention to the 
provisions of an Act of Congress, approved 
June 15, 1880, entitled ‘ An Act relating to 
the Public Lands of the United States,’-of 
which a copy is appended. Section 1 provides 
that when any lands of the United States 
shall have been entered, and the Government 
prices paid therefor, neither criminal nor 
civil suits or proceedings shall be had or fur­ 
ther luaiatained for or on account of certain 
trespasses therein specified. The first provision 
to this section restricts its application to tres­ 
passes, etc., of date prior to March 1, 1879. 
This section extends to such trespassers the 
privilege of paying for the lands upon which 
the specified offenses were so committed, at 
the price per acre for which, under the law in 
force at the date of payment, the lands could 
be sold. This privilege of purchase is not 
confined to laud subject to private entry, but 
extends toANY LANDS NOT MINERAL, 
And subject to disposition under the general 
existing laws. Tisis section cannot lie con­ 
strued to permit a party who falls within the 
class of offenders named, to enter the land, if 
the valid claim of another person shall have 
attached prior to his application to purchase, 
and is still existing. Whenever application 
shall be made to purchase under this section, 
ym will require the same to he piescnteil 
under oath of the applicant, giving a full and 
detailed statement of the facts u[ion which 
he bases his claim to pm chase, Such swora 


statement should lie corroborated by the affi­ 
davits of creaible witnesses, and you will 
thereupon forward the papers iu a special let­ 
ter to this office, allowing no entry until so 
directed by me. Under Section 2, duly quali­ 
fied persons who, prior to June 15, I8S0, en­ 
tered under any of the homestead laws land 
properly subject to such entry, are permitted 
to obtain title by paying the Government 
price, less the fee and commissions paid at 
the date of the original enfry. When home­ 
stead entries, made prior to June 15, 1880, 
have been attempted to be transferred by 
bona fide instrument iu writing, the persons 
to whom such transfer was made are likewise 
authorized to obtain title by like payments, 
and with like 
DEDUCTIONS OF FEES 
And commissions. In allowing the entries of 
the first named class yon wilt require proof 
that the party was 21 years of age, had de­ 
clared his intention to become a citizen of 
the United States, and was in othtr respects 
entitled to make the entry. Iu permitting 
entries by transferees you will require the in­ 
strument in writing by which it was sought 
to transfer such homestead right to be filed, 
together with the best evidence attainable of 
the bona fide character of the transfer, in­ 
cluding the affidavit of the party who seeks 
to purchase. You will exercise all possible 
care iu this matter, as it is not impossible 
that fraudulent entries will be attempted, 
and the proper execution of the law will 
largely depend upon your vigilance and dis­ 
cretion. In cases wherein you entertain a 
doubt of the propriety of allowing the appli­ 
cation to pqfphase, you should refer all the 
papers to this office, with a full statement of 
the facts and your opinion. Under the pro­ 
viso to this section you are specially instructed 
to allow no entry which interferes with an 
entry of the lands under the homestead laws, 
made subsequent to the original entry on 
which application is made to enter under 
Section 2 : and if the land was embraced in a 
prior entry at the date of such homestead, 
the section is inoperative, inasmuch as in 
that case the land wai not properly subject 
to entry. The application to purchase must 
likewise be rejected if at date of the 
ORIGINAL HOMESTEAD ENTRY 
A prior claim, which has not been abandoned 
or forfeited, existed under any law. I do 
not construe this section as intending to per­ 
mit the parties named as conditional pur­ 
chasers to make entry of tracts to which ad­ 
verse legal rights have attached, prior to the 
date of the Act. The third section reduces 
to 81 25 per acre the price of any lauds 
which were subject to ordinary private entry 
at 82 50 per acre, at the date of the approval of 
the Act-, or those that were doubled in price 
by reason of the grant of alternate sections 
for railroad purposes and which were put in 
market at that price prior to the 1st of Jan­ 
uary, 1861. Lands which have not been put 
in market for sale at ordinary private entry 
at 82 50 per acre, or which were so put in 
market subsequent to the 1st of January, 1861, 
are not changed in price by this section. 
You will carefully observe the rule as to 
price thus introduced. Hy reference to your 
official record, it will be in your power to as­ 
certain the facts with regaid to any lands 
fiom which to decide as to the applicability 
to them. In case of doubt you may correct 
your records to exhibit the facts by corre­ 
spondence with this office. Y ou will further 
observe that under Section 4, none of the pro­ 
visions of this Act apply to mineral lands, 
and that no person is entitled to the benefit 
of any provision of the Act who falls within 
the inhibition named in this section." 
Oaklanil Harbor Improvement*. 
W ashington, July 17th.—Soon after the 
adjournment of Congress, Representative 
Page waited on the Secretary of W ar aud re­ 
quested him to obtain from the Attorney- 
General an opinion in the Oakland harbor 
improvement matter, as to the right of the 
United States to use the bed of the estuary 
for the purpose of continuing the harbor Im­ 
provements. 
The Attorney - General has 
since prepared an opinion, completely sus­ 
taining the right of the United States to con­ 
tinue the improvements according to the 
original plan. This opinion was submitted 
to the Secretary of War, who yesterday in­ 
formed General Wright, Chief Éngineejr Offi­ 
cer, who is in charge of the works, of this 
opinion, and directed him to proceed with 
the approved plans and estimates previously 
submitted.

A M ild LeadvllTe Miner. 
D enver, July 17th.—The Hem' LeadvQle 
dispatch says : This afternoon a miner named 
Raker entered Manville’s hardware store to 
collect some mining assessments. He de­ 
manded of the clerk a revolver out of a show­ 
case, and when he refused, Haker pulled a 
revolver out of his pocket, threatening every­ 
body in the store. Policeman John Corbell 
attempted to arrest him. Baker told him to 
stand back. Corbell rushed at Baker and 
Baker fired, wounding him mortally. He 
then rushed up the street, several policemen 
following. Policeman Stewart closed with 
Baker, who fired, fatally wounding Stewart 
and slightly wounding another policeman. 
Baker was then overpowered and jailed. The 
policemen are gathering a large crowd, and 
probably Baker will be lynched before morn­ 
ing. 
Agent Jleoker's Buriy. 
Cheyenne (Wy. T.), July 17th.—G. T. 
Dresser, a friend of the late M. C. Meeker, 
Agent of the Utes, has just returned from 
the ecene of the September massacre, on 
White river. He relnterred the remains of 
Meeker and eight employes, including his 
two sons, which had been hastily buried by 
Merritt’s command.

He knew noth­ 
ing of the whereabouts of Persune and John­ 
son. 
A B loodthirsty D urllsl. 
C harleston (S. C.), July 17th.—Colonel 
Cash, surviving principal of the recent duel, 
was before Judge Mclvar, of the State Su­ 
preme Court, at Cheraw, last evening, on a 
writ of habeas corpus, and was admitted to 
bail in 83,000.

The Irish Lauri Bill. 
New Y ork, July 17th.—A London special 
says: Business in the House of Commons 
continues to make slow progress. The ob­ 
structive alliance between the younger Tories, 
Sir Drummond Wolff. Lords Hamilton and 
Churchill, and the Irishmen, is daily becom­ 
ing more and more open. Since laird Lans- 
downe’s resignation, the Government shows 
some irresolution about the Eviction hill, 
withdrawing from pledges as understood by 
Mr. Parnell, and offering concessions to the 
Whigs. Further proof of the Whig discon­ 
tent is shown hy L'-rd Hartingtou’s brother’s 
opposing the Government at the instance of 
his father, the Duke of Devonshire. Many 
Irish proprietors, notwithstanding Mr. Fors­ 
ter's attempts at conciliation, are panic- 
stricken. I know one large owner of high 
rank, who lias already closed his house in 
Ireland, dismissing twenty servants, and an­ 
nouncing that he intends to live for the 
future abroad. He estimates that the hill 
will reduce his income §50,000. Passionate 
controversies and scenes almost riotous occur 
nightly in Parliament. The House is fast 
losing its reputation for decorum. Person­ 
alities were never so hitter, and the decencies 
of debate were never so frequently violated, 
the truth being that the House is now brought 
face to face with a series of questions no 
longer merely political, but regarded, rightly 
or wibngly, by powerful classes as vital to 
their existence. Numerous privileges, now 
assailed, have heretofore been reckoned in­ 
violable. On the other hand, the feeling 
among country gentlemen is even stronger. 
The Government is constantly denounced for 
favoring spoliation or confiscation, because it 
is endeavoring to protect Irish tenants 
against arbitrary landlords. English land­ 
lords forsee that their day is coming, hence 
this violence tar exceeding anything in 
political or even ecclesiastical matters. Mr. 
Gladstone is daily denounced in London 
drawing rooms as a levolutionist and Com­ 
munist. Threats are already rife that no 
Government bill will be allowed to pass in 
the House of Lords. Society says that Lord 
Harrington’s resignation was only averted by 
Mr. Gladstone’s pledge, that the Irish bill, if 
rejected by the House of Lords, would not 
lie reintroduced iu the House of Commons. 
The Ministers, nevertheless, privately affirm 
that they fully intend to persist in refusing 
to adjourn till the leading measures, includ­ 
ing both the Irish ones and the Gale and 
burial-i bills, become law. The House is 
already thinning on account of the extreme 
heat and the approaching end of the season. 
Filtren Irelands to Deal M illi. 
Constantinople, July 17th.—Wittendorff, 
the German Government’s Counselor at 
Coblentz, who came here to assist in carrying 
out reform, has returned to Berlin to select 
the members of his staff, lie will return with 
six German staff officers and officials for the 
Ministers of War arid Foreign Affairs. Ger­ 
man officers have been appointed Aids-de- 
camp to the Sultan. 
Obedden Pasha, in a conversation with 
Goschen, the British Embassador, regarding 
the state of affairs in Asia Minor, said: “ You 
know what difficulties you have had in Ire­ 
land, and how long it has taken you to over­ 
come them. In Asia Minor, where each 
province has its distinct peculiarities, we 
have fifteen Irelands to deal with.” 
A Stir In Bu>kia. 
St. P etersburg, July 17th.—The presence 
here, attended by a staff of experts, of 
Barker, the American, has given rise to the 
most varied rumors concerning the introduc­ 
tion of the Gray elevator system, the con­ 
struction of a Siberian railway, and explora­ 
tions of the coal and iron districts of South­ 
ern Russia. It is believed the Government is 
determined to appropriate a considerable sum 
to the enlargement of its fleet, and it is rea­ 
sonable to suppose that Barker, who is backed 
hy a powerful American syndicate, Í9 willing 
to help the Government. Barker very much 
astonished the Russians hy the scrupulous 
honesty with which, under di-advantageous 
circumstances, he fulfilled his former contract 
for supplying cruisers, and he has been re­ 
ceived here witli singular favor. He was even 
admitted to a private audience with the Czar. 
Uoclu-furt nn<l Bambetlu. 
P aris, July 17th.—Rochefort declares that 
any compromise between him and Gambetta 
is impossible. He says the existing Chamber 
of Deputies is entitled to no respect, because 
it has abdicated its functions and has sunen- 
dered its authority to Gambetta. Genoese 
C¡e3ara may be as dangerous as Roman 
Csesara. All true Republicans should unite 
to nip this dangerous orator in the bud. 
Gambetta visits Cherbourg on August 9th, 
where a grand hanqnet in his honor will be 
given by the municipality, to which 300 May­ 
ors have been invited. He gave a dinner las-t 
night to the officers who came to Paris to re­ 
ceive their flags. In a speech he reminded 
his hearers of the state in which the empire 
left the army, and said its present reorgani­ 
zation was almost as thorough because the 
army felt that the country now possessed 
durable republican institutions. The vitality 
and merit of our army, he said, are a surprise 
to Europe. The speech was received with 
great applause. 
Dreams of the Sultan». 
L ondon, July 17th.—A Berlin correspond­ 
ent writes:: Germany is acting in the East in 
concert with Austria, and any alliance with 
the Porte would be Austro-Turkish, or per­ 
haps Austro-German-Turkish ; but before the 
idea of such a league could be mooted, the 
wildest melee must be going ou in Europe. 
Only when everybody's hand is used against 
his neighbor could there be any occasion for 
Germany joining Turkey. That the Sultan, 
in bis present desperate position, among 
other visionary schemes, may indulge in the 
idea of a German-Russiau war, and then a 
German-Turkish league, is quite credible ; but 
there is a long way between the actual state 
of things and such a contingency. The Sul­ 
tan has asked for some members of the Prus­ 
sian Civil Service to assist in reforming the 
Turkish administration, and the request has 
been granted. Beyond displaying a belief in 
the continued existence of Turkey, the action 
of the Berlin Government in this matter has 
no political importance. 
Bough M'eatber in England. 
L ondon, July 17th.—The weather through 
the West has been unusually adverse to busi­ 
ness and agriculture, and in some parts of 
the country even disastrous. It is still hot 
and sultry, with frequent thunder-storms.

in well-organized society never retaliates. 
It punishes to protect society by warning- 
offenders, but it never punishes as a recom­ 
pense; it never can admit that any punish­ 
m ent can atone for tbe crime. 
Crime is 
never obliterated; punishment is only 
meted out to make it odious. 
The inflic­ 
tion of punishment, therefore, is the exer­ 
cise of one of the highest attributes of or­ 
ganized society, and fails in its purpose 
when it is vengeful aad cruek 
I t should 
he administered with the sole idea of 
shaming crime, of 
creating 
a 
whole­ 
some 
fear, 
of 
inspiring 
respect 
for 
the law, au 1 of reforming tiie offender. 
But no offender is reformed by unusual 
and cruel degradation. 
The law prevents 
crime by the certainty of punishment, 
rather than by its severity. 
Now, these 
considerations 
are 
antagonistic to the 
whipping post, which Í3 vengeful, debas­ 
ing, unmanly, non-reformatory, and has 
been justly styled the shrine at which the 
criminal is confirmed in crime. 
Judge 
Biddle, we are glad to note, did not allow 
th at jury to disperse until he had read it 
in open Court a merited lecture; he did not 
believe in "the whipping-post, and be did 
not think it would be for the welfare of 
the community to revive such a brutal 
mode of punishment. 
It wa3 against the 
spirit of humanity of the age and had been 
abolished years ago in Pennsylvania. 
The 
severest punishment that could be inflicted, 
he added, upon the class of the offenders to 
whom the Grand Jury referred would be 
far better accomplished by the adoption 
at the prisons of the system of the E ist- 
ern Penitentiary than any other prison 
discipline. 
There 
have 
been 
people 
in 
California 
who 
heatedly 
favored 
the whipping-post, and one Legislature 
was found to decree its establishment. 
California has many sins to answer for. 
I t produced a Kearney, it gavelife to vicious 
personal journalism, it drove 
out the 
friends of labor, but may Heaven defend it 
from the greater excess of a resort to the 
cat o’-nine-tails for the backs of men. 


JAMS'S B. EAD3. 


IN A 
BAD FIX. 


The Democracy has placed a very good 
citizen in a very bad predicament, and his 
name is Hancock. 
\Yc have not attacked 
his loyalty, but it is capable of demonstra­ 
tion that his friends have. 
In 1864 the 
Democratic party declared the war a fail­ 
ure, and that it ought to be stopped. 
Therefore its further continuance was a 
crime and killing rebel soldiers was murder. 
From this conclusion there is no escape, on 
the assumption that the Democratic decla­ 
ration was true, and no true Democrat can 
hold the official utterance of his party to 
be error.

W e have liow with us a citizen concern­ 
ing whoift something more than ordinary 
mention should be made. 
Captain James 
B. Eads is in onr country wliat De Lesseps 
is in Europe. 
He is recognized as among 
the most successful managers of great en­ 
gineering works of the age. 
H e entered 
upon manhood in a most unpretentious 
way, and by indomitable energy, the 
exercise of a rare good judgm ent of natural 
phenomena—and of men too—by close 
study, and under the stimulus of a naturaj 
talent for construction, Mr. Eads has taken 
some of the boldest stands in engineering 
enterprise, and has carried out his ideas to 
such successful conclusions, th a t he is now 
among the most widely known of his pro­ 
fession in the world, and commands the 
confidence of those who are called upon to 
supply the means for great works in as high 
a degree a3 any living engineer, and in our 
owu country in a higher degree perhaps. 
The successful engineering management of 
the great St. Louis bridge enterprise is 
due to him, although he has freely given 
much credit to one or two of his assistants 
for their services in the mathematical de­ 
termination and proportioning of the parts. 
To this great work, in a paper recently read 
before the British Institute of Civil E n­ 
gineers on the “ Recent Progress in En- 
“ gineering,” and published in ¡'an Nos- 
fraud’s Magazine for January of this year, 
the first place is assigned as an engineering 
feat accomplished during the last half cen­ 
tury. 
Mr. Eads became familiar with the 
Mississippi and Ohio rivera when in his 
early years he was engaged in running 
steamboats on their waters. 
It is said 
th at he was first a steamboat clerk, a pilot 
and then a master. 
Subsequently he be­ 
came an owner of boats, a manager of 
works for a large boating and contracting 
company, and while thus engaged in super­ 
intending the raising of sunken vessels, the 
construction of wharves and other river 
works, he was afforded special opportuni­ 
ties for studying the laws governing the 
science of hydraulics as applicable to the 
improvement of rivers, and daily presented 
to view by the flow of the Father of 
W aters. 
During the war of the rebellion 
he became prominent as a contractor and 
builder of ironclad vessels, and showed his 
ability in successfully conducting various 
other engineering enterprises. 
Since th at 
time his two principal achievements have 
been the construction of the bridge over 
the Mississippi at St. Louis as noted, and 
the improvement of the mouth of the Mis­ 
sissippi by means of jetties. 
In the first mentioned work engineers 
give him principal credit for the novel and 
economical method he adopted of sinkiug 
the enormous iron tubes—in which the 
pier3 are built—through the deep sands of 
the river bed to the solid foundation be­ 
neath. 
The process was carried on by 
working out the material on the inside of 
the tubes, and a t the same time keeping 
out the water by means of compressed air. 
I t is to be noted th at this general idea was 
not original with Eads, but the particular 
means he used in its application were novel 
and attracted engineering criticism to his 
praise throughout the land. 
In liis second great work Mr. Eads 
won high credit, chiefly for having per­ 
sistently advocated the jetty system as a 
means of opening a deep navigable mouth 
to the river, against the most strenuous op­ 
position on the p art of other engineers, who 
declared th at the effect of jetties in obtain­ 
ing and maintaining a deep water channel 
in this instance would not be favorable, and 
th at the true method was to make an arti­ 
ficial canal with locks as an entrance to the 
great river. 
Further than this Mr. Eads, 
with great energy and enterprise, secured 
the capital to carry out his ideas, procured 
the passage of a bill through Congress 
pledging the Government to pay certain 
sums upon the accomplishment of certain 
desired results as to a deep-water channel, 
and ha3 carried out the work in a most 
economical and efficient manner to an 
apparently successful issue. 
The use of jetties as a means of contract­ 
ing the flow of river currents and forcing 
the scouring out of channels through shal­ 
low places or bars is quite an old plan of 
action 
amongst 
engineers; 
but 
the 
circumstances under which they have and 
may be applied are so varied th at success 
has not always been attained, neither is it 
to be invariably expected. 
Frequently the 
effect of engineering works can only be 
told by trial for a series of years, and the 
localities where any particular works are 
applicable may only be recognized by care­ 
ful study of the field. 
The great familiar­ 
ity and practical experience of Captain 
Eads with the Mississippi peculiarly fitted 
him to deal with the problem he under­ 
took, and in which he succeeded. 
W ithin 
a year, we learn, he ha3 visited many of 
the chief rivers of Europe where improve­ 
m ent has been in progress for many years, 
and he has thus further fitted himself to 
deal with and judge of kindred m atters 
in 
this country, 
aud 
to 
look 
into 
the problems which just now so deeply 
concern the people of the Sacramento and 
San Joaquin valleys. 
The law passed in 
1S73, creating the office of State Engineer 
in California, provided for the appointment 
of two consulting engineers, who were to 
advise with the State Engineer upon pro­ 
posed plans of improvement of the rivers, 
etc. 
Under this Act General Alexander 
and Colonel Mendell of 
San Francisco 
were appointed. 
General Alexander died 
during the first year of his service, and 
the vacant place was, by the advice of 
those most interested, offerel to Mr. K ids, 
for it was thought that his experience in 
river engineering would be peculiarly val­ 
uable, and most of all it was believed that 
the perfectly independent position fie would 
occupy towards this work would give great 
weight to his opinion before the public 
of this State. 
Many persons arc inclined 
to regard the attem pt to improve our rivers 
as something like a hopeless task. 
This 
opinion, it is quite certain, issues out of 
want of a thorough understanding of the 
subject, and the lack of definite and con­ 
cise information regarding the m atters .in­ 
volved in the problem. 
To all who have 
thus doubted, the opinion of Captain Eads, 
when he shall have grasped the situation 
and given it due consideration, will have 
great weight, while the general public will 
incline to accept the decision of the Board 
of Engineers, of which he now becomes a 
member, as in the nature of a final verdict. 
During two years last past the State E n­ 
gineer has been engaged, amongotherduties, 
in conducting the observations necessary 
to obtain data on which to study these 
river problems. 
He made an interesting 
and valuable report in January of this 
year, which has had notice in the R e c o rd - 


U n io n . 
The last Legislature passed the 
11 Act to promote drainage,” which is vir­ 
tually an authorization to conduct such 
works as will prevent the deterioration of 
our river channels, and will improve them 
for flood-carrying and navigation purposes. 
Now there comes to Mr. Hall's assistance 
Captain Eads, who, with Colonel Mendell— 
who lias already studied the subject—will 
review the whole situation, and give us an 


opinion which there is reason to belive will 
be favorable to speedy opening of the riv- 
eis and the accomplishment of the results 


eo ardently hoped for. 
W e find this a fit­ 
ting opportunity to suggest to the Board of 
Trade of Sacramento, as a representative 
body most deeply interested in the coni- 
"merce of the valley, th at as the work 
these engineers 
have 
in 
hand con­ 
cerns the very existence of w ater trans­ 
portation in the interior of California, 
a m anifestation of the interest felt might 
be made by extending to Captain Eads an 
invitation to address the citizens generally 
upon the subject, and thus secure the dis­ 
semination of still more practical informa­ 
tion upon this im portant topic. 
Ilia mind 
m ust be a store-house of facts concerning 
these matters, from which he can draw 
many an interesting detail th at would be 
of suggestive usefulness to the State, and 
which he might be induced to give us w ith­ 
out in any manner prejudicing his opinion 
as to the immediate work he has been 
called to. Calif-, rnia is notably behind her 
sister States in such m atters, for these 
eminent men, specially informed upon 
topics of vital importance to the commu­ 
nity, are there more frequently callea upon 
to give people information upon them , and 
Captain Eads himself, we believe, has not 
infrequently responded to such cails. 


UNDENIABLE CONCLUSIONS. 


General D. S. Terry is a citizen. 
He 
was a rebel Brigadier-General. The handle 
to his name which he acquired by his valor 
in seeking the destruction of the Union of 
these States still attaches. 
As a citizen 
General David S. Terry has a right to do 
exactly as he pleases—within thsdaw. But 
he is an Elector on the Democratic ticket. 
To him his party asks the people to com­ 
m it the great tru st of casting the vote of 
California for Chief 
M agistrate of the 
Union he not long ago attem pted to un­ 
dermine. 
Now if the National Democratic 
Convention had nominated the rebel com­ 
mander Jefferson Davis for President, all 
the States now regarded a3 certain for the 
Democratic ticket, w ith Hancock at its 
head, would, of course, have been regarded 
as certain for Davis. 
Such men as D. S. 
Terry would have supported the candidacy 
of Mr. Davi3 just as earnestly as they now 
support th at of General Hancock. 
Since 
the 3e are the facts—and they are not even 
susceptible of denial—it follows th at Gen­ 
eral Hancock stands in the place of Jeffer­ 
son Davis, and th at all the elements 
behind the former 
would 
have 
beeu 
behind Davis aud have supported him. 
I t follows that the selection of a man to 
lead a party is not the selection of an in­ 
dividual, but means the ascendency of 
ideas and doctrines, and that ideas and 
doctrines aud not men form the capital in 
trade of a party. 
This capital is found, 
for the Democracy, chiefly, in the States 
regarded as certain for 
Hancock, aud 
which as we have shown would have beeu 
certain for Davis. 
It is not General H an­ 
cock, then, who is striving for the Presi­ 
dential chair, but the elements behind him. 
It is said th at some Republicans will 
support Hancock because he was a Uuion 
General. 
B ut we have seen that in accept­ 
ing the Democratic nomination General 
Hancock breaks his record as a Union 
soldier, and Republicans voting for him 
vote for the ascendency of the doctrines 
behind him. 
We do not believe Repub­ 
licans will vote for him. 
There never was 
a campaign w ithout a few bolters. 
They 
serve a good purpose by showing the vir­ 
tues of the steadfast in the stronger light 
of contrast. 
B ut why should any Repub­ 
licans vote for General Hancock any sooner 
than for General Weaver, the rag baby 
candidate, whose loyalty is not even in 
question 7 And right here let us ask, in­ 
asmuch as it is not the man hut the idea that 
is in the campaign, why did not the De­ 
mocracy nominate a man concerning whose 
representative character a3 to the ideas 
and principles at issue there could be no 
doubt ? W hy not have nominated some of 
the brave, high-minded and honest con­ 
federate Generals ? Democracy chose H an­ 
cock because he is a Democrat, and wa3 a 
good fight r ; well there arc plenty of ex­ 
rebel Generals who are Democrats and 
were good soldiers, too.

THE WATER AGITATION. 


In our local columns appears to-day a 
statem ent of the clear w ater now daily 
drawn from fifteen bored wells in or near 
the city, by pumps far below the capacity 
of the wells. 
The statem ent is full of 
susgestion. 
There is a very determined 
demand on the part of the people that the 
city authorities shall, by experiment, test 
the various statem ents recently made, and 
demonstrate their untruth or establish 
their soundness. 
The present dissatisfied 
state of the public mind w ith regard to 
the w ater furnished from the river cannot 
be ignored, and as the belief is growing 
th at it has this season affected the sanitary 
conditions, it will certainly be advisable 
for the Trustees to day to appoiflt a com­ 
mittee to examine into and report upon 
the feasibility of obtaining clear, pure 
water. If it is true—as alleged by a corre­ 
spondent in another column, who at length 
points out how and where w ater can be 
had—th at a supply is at hand, and that 
millions of gallons are daily being drawn 
from wells in and near the city, then the 
appointment of a commission of citizens to 
inquire into the exact facts and report in 
one week is certainly an act of wisdom. 
Such a committee in a few hours can visit 
every well, measure its present capacity, 
take a statem ent of the facts, collect sam­ 
ples of the w ater and report back next 
Monday. 
Probably competent citizens can 
be named on such a committee who are 
sufficiently public-spirited to act without 
pecuniary lecompcnso. 
Such an examina­ 
tion will give a basis upon which public 
judgm ent may be formed and official action 
founded with a view to possible experiment, 
which if made at all, can bo liad at no 
better time than in the dry season, when 
all the conditions are most favorable for 
arriving at the tru th in the premises.

A rthur’* Letter of Acceptance. 
N ew Y ork, July 18tb.—Following is the 
full text of General A rthur’s letter accept­ 
ing the nomination for Vice President: 
Nkw York, July 13, 18S0. 
Pear Sir: I a cept the position assigned me by 
the treat party whose action you announce. This 
acceptance implies approval of the principles de­ 
clared by the Convention, but permits me to add 
sjiue expression of my own views. 
PURITY or ELECTIONS. 
The right and duty to secure honesty and order in 
popular elections is a m atter so vital that 1 must 
stand in the front. 
The authority of the National 
Government to preserve from fraud and force elections 
at which its own officers are chosen is a chief point 
on which th-5 two parties are plainly and intensely 
opposed. 
The acts of Congress f- r years have 
in New York and elsewhere done much to curb the 
violence and wrong to which the ballot ami count 
have been again and again subjected—sometimes 
despoiling great cities, sometimes stifling the voice 
of a whole S tate; often seating not only in Congress 
but on the bench and in Legislatures numbers 
of members never chosen by the people. The Dem­ 
ocratic paity, since gaiuiug possession of the two 
Houses of Congress, has made these laws the object 
of bitter and ceaseless assault, and despite all re­ 
sistance has hedged them with restrictions, cun­ 
ningly contrived, to baffle and paralyze them. This 
aggressive majority boldly attempted to extort from 
the 
Executive 
his 
approval 
of 
various 
enactments destructive 
of 
these election laws 
by revolutionary threats 
that a constitutional 
exercise of the voto power would be punished by 
withholding the appropriations necessary to carry 
on the Government, and these threats were actually 
carried out by refusing needed appropriations and 
by forcing an extra session of Congress, lasting for 
months and resulting in concessions to ihis usurp­ 
ing demand which are likely in many States to sub­ 
ject the majority to the lawless will of a minority. 
Ominous signs of public disapproval alone subdued 
this arrogant power into a sullen surrender for the 
time being of part of its demands. The Republican 
party has strongly approved the stern refusal of its 
representatives to suffer the overthrow of statutes 
believed to be salutory, and just as it always in­ 
sisted, it now’ insists that the Government of the 
United States of America is empowered and in duty 
bound to effectually protect the elections denoted 
by the Constitution as nationd. More than this, 
the 
Republican party holds 
to 
the 
cardinal 
point 
in 
its 
creed 
that 
the 
Government 
should, by every means known to the Constitution, 
protect all American eit:zens everywhere ill g fuil 
enjoyment of their political and civil rights. As a 
great part < f its work of reconstruction, the Re­ 
publican p^ity gave tbe ballot to the emancipated 
slave, as his right and defense. A large increase 
in the number of members of Congress and of the 
Electoral College from former slave-holding States 
was the immediate result. The history of recent 
years abounds in evidence that in many ways and in 
many places, especially where the number lias been 
great enough to endanger Democratic control, 
the

THE PUBLIC SERVICE. 
Tho resolution referring to the public sendee 
s c ins to me to be deserving of approval. Surely no 
man should be the incumbent ol an office the duties 
or which ho U for a cause unfit to perform, who is 
lacking iu the ability, fidelity or integrity which a 
proper administration of such office demand*. This 
sentiment would doubtless meet with general acqui- 
esc nee, but opinion has been widely divided upon the 
wisdom and p. acticabiliiy of the various reformatory 
schemes which have been suggested, and of certain 
proposed regulations governing appointments to 
public office. Tiiq efficiency of such regulations hss 
been distrusted, mainly because they have seemed 
to exalt mere educational and abstract tests above 
general business capacity, and even sp c al fitness 
for the particular work in hand. 
It seems to me 
that the rules which shou'd be applied to the man­ 
agement of the public service may be properly con* 
formed in the main to such as 
regulate the 
conduct 
of 
succ:89ful 
private 
business. 
Original appointments should 
be based upon 
ascerlai .ed fitness. The tenure of office should 
be stable. Positions of responsibility should, so far 
a* practicable, be fiihd by promotion of worthy, 
efficient officers. The investigation of all com­ 
plaints and the punishment of all official misconduct, 
should be prompt anil thorough. 
These views, 
which I have long held, iepeatedly declared and 
uniformly applied when called upm to act, I find 
e ubodied iu the resolution, which of course 1 ap­ 
prove. 
. 
I will add that by the acceptance of public office, 
whether high or low, one docs not, in my judgment, 
esca|)e ai y of his responsibility as a citizen, or lose 
or impair any of his rights as a citizen, and that lie 
should enjoy absolute liberty to think and speak 
and act iu political matters according to his 
own will and conscience, provided only that he hon­ 
orably, faithfully and fully discharges all his official 
duties. 
The resumption of specie payments, one of the 
fruits of Republican policy, h-8 brought a return of 
abundant prosperity and the settlement of many 
distracting questions. 
The restoration of sound 
money, the large reduction of our public debt and 
the burden of interest, the high advancement of 
public ereoit, all attest the ability and courage of 
tbe Republican party to deal with such financial 
problems as may hereafter demand a solution. • Our 
¡taper currency, now as good as gold.and silver, is 
performing its legitimate function for purposes of 
change. The principles wh ch should govern tho 
relations of those elements of currency are simple 
and clear. 
There must he no deteriorated coin, no 
depreciated paper, and every dollar, whether of 
metal or paper, should stand the test of the world’s 
fixed standard 
POPULAR EDUCATION. 
The value of popular education can hardly be 
overstated. Although its interest must of neces­ 
sity be chiefly confided to voluntary effort and the 
individual action of tbe several States, they should 
be encouraged, so i*r as the Constitution permits, 
by the generous co-operation of the National Gov­ 
ernment 
The interests of the whole country de­ 
mand that the advantages of our common school 
system should be brought within the reach of every 
citizen, and that no revenues of the nation or States 
shouid be devoted to the support of sectarian 
schools. 
THE TARIFF QUESTION—INTERNAL IMPROVE­ 
MENTS, ETC. 
Such changes should be made in the present tariff 
system of taxation as v ill relieve au ovei burdened 
iudustr or class, an 1 enable oqj* manufacturers and 
artisans to compete successfully with those of other 
lands. 
The Government should aid works of internal 
improvement national in their character, and should 
promote development of our water courses and 
harbors, w herever tbe general interests of commerce 
require it. 
Four year* ago. as r.ow, the nation stood at the 
threshold of a Presidential election, and the Re­ 
publican party, iu soliciting a continuance o? its 
ascendancy, founded its hope of success not upon 
its promises but upon its history. Its subsequent 
course has been such as to strengthen the claims 
which were then made to the confidence an t support 
of tho country. On the other hand, considerations 
more urgent than ever before existed forbid the 
accession of its opponents to power.

W hen the Yankee Fork Gravel Mining 
Company’s canal is completed, says the 
Bonanza City (Idaho) Hera/d, a vast field 
of placer ground can be worked profitably 
for a quaitcr of a century to come. 
Tins 
enterprise is of vast importance to this sec­ 
tion of the Salmon river country, as it will 
give employment to labor and put much 
money in circulation that otherwise would 
have lain dormant. 
Our prom inent mines are all washing 
with a full force of men and an abundant 
supply of water, says a Dutch F lat corre­ 
spondent. 
The Superintendents of the 
various claims report the result of their 
clean-ups as exceeding their expectations. 
The Franklin Mining Compauy have been 
prospecting during the entire season, con­ 
sequently dividends could not be expected. 
From a single pan of dirt taken from their 
drift this week, fifteen dollars’ worth of 
gold was washed out. 
Messrs. N utting and Cooper, the gentle­ 
men who, last fall, purchased the old Sam 
Cogswell place, near Clipper Gap, says the 
Auburn llerald, have spent more or less of 
their odd time between ranch duties pros­ 
pecting, and according to reports their 
efforts in this direction have been well re­ 
warded. Among other places, they started 
to sink on a ledge in the ridge near the 
Auburn aud Clipper Gap wagon road, be­ 
tween where it crosses the railroad by 
Hobson’s old place and Christian valley. 
How long they worked there before they 
struck it we don’t know, nor do we know 
how the pay is holding out, but it is re­ 
ported th at they took out about $1,300 in 
one day. 
Our informant says the find is 
scarcely second to the famous Pike Bell 
strike of a few years ago. 
A correspondent of the Salt Lake Trib­ 
une writes from Green river, Ju ly 10th : 
A new discovery, promising another carbo­ 
nate field outrivaling Leadville, aud fur­ 
ther substantiating the correctness of Pro­ 
fessor Hayden’s geological surveys, has 
been unearthed 110 miles east of Sale Lake 
and 133 miles from this place. 
The dis­ 
covery consists of 3,000 feet of carbonate 
ore, thickness unknown, capped by an 
iron reef. 
A sample cannot be found that 
runs less 
than 300 
ounces iu silver, 
and most of it ruus above 700, with forty 
per cent, of lead. 
There are seventy-five 
inen there, mostly from Leadville, who 
have a town site located, district organized 
and the country all located for eight miles 
around. 
From the amount of enterprise 
shown in making locations, I think Salt 
Lake and Green River will be included in 
the district in another week. 
I saw one 
man riding a mule who had made sixteen 
locations th at morning w ith two men hired 
at SO a day to drive stakes. 
Green river 
is at present the most available place to 
reach the mines from, there being a pas­ 
sable wagon road from here. 
Horses can’t 
be purchased at any price. 
Tho camp has 
au assayer and a store, and whisky mills 
will soon follow. 
Tbe mines are on the 
upper or headwaters of Bush creek, at an 
altitude of 8,500 or 9,000 feet, with good 
water and plenty of timber. 
Leadville 
parties are trying to enforce Colorado laws, 
which will ultim ately lead to trouble.

TOURNAMENT.

Ens. R ecoru-Ukion : Since the Forester 
Club started in this city certain ones have 
assumed the office of suggestors to that organ­ 
ization. 
In a Sacramento contemporary of 
yours a suggestor discovers a marc’s nest in the 
proceedings of our Club and forthwith pro­ 
ceeds to produce the eggs. Iti the first place the 
public is informed that the Foresters cannot 
claim the idea of forming a State organiza­ 
tion because the San Francisco Clubs have 
been steadily at work to that end for some 
time. 
I think it was nearly twelve years ago 
since the subject was first broached of having 
a State organization ; and I will say this, it 
was at the suggestion of a San Francisco gen­ 
tleman, Mr. Kaeding ; but if the San Fran­ 
cisco Ciubs have been steadily at work since 
that time they are certainly to be credited 
with a great deal of hopeless perseverance, 
for as there is no State organization they cer­ 
tainly have not accomplished their purpose 
up to the present time. 
In the next place we are given to under­ 
stand that, as aid is promised the Club from 
the State Agricultural Society, the proposed 
tournament cannot be called a local affair. 
Now suppose the Society does give the Club 
the $200, as they (the Club) will have all the 
work to do and expenses to pay, I don’t see 
why they should consult the outside Clubs as 
to what they shall do. 
If they do not get up 
a satisfactory programme there will be but 
few entries, and, as this would be a drawback 
to future aid from the Society, it is not likely 
that there will be anything done that will be 
nusatisfactoiy. The same persons conducted 
the shoot last year, and the Society was so 
well satisfied with what they had done that 
they voted them twice as much this year as 
last. 
In regard to the handicapping of the sev­ 
eral gentlemen named iu the circular, it was 
only done after a long deliberation upon the 
merits of the case, aud in mere justice to 
poorer shots who might desire to enter, but 
who would he.-itate before doing so, knowing 
it was a certainty, alrnoet, that these gentle­ 
men who are handicapped would secure the 
first three prizes if allowed to compete at the 
usual distance. 
Handicapping is done the 
world over in everything that man controls 
in the sporting line, eo that if fault is found 
for such action on the part of the Club, it 
only betrays the ignorance of the fault-finder. 
\Ve are told that if the Club persists in its 
course the Clubs of San Francisco will take 
no hand in the tournament. Last year there 
were 50 men to enter the tournament; of that 
number but five were from San Francisco. 
Considering that that city has nearly as many 
Clubs as the balance of the State, I don’t 
know as they contributed so very largely to 
the success of the shoot. Then we are told 
of the selfishness aud want of public spirit 
displayed by Sacramento sportsmen. 
Now, 
suppose we fall back on history a little for a 
few facts. Several years ago when glass-ball 
shooting was in its zenith, 8300 were collected 
by the sportsmen here, who issued an invita­ 
tion to all in the State to come here and 
shoot. The money was given as prizes, aud 
there was no entrance fee charged. 
Now 
probably there may have been another place 
in the State that has done that much, but I 
never knew of it. A t the last State shoot 
held here there were 50 entries, each paying 
$20. The $1,000 thus procured was given 
back to the shooters as cash prizes, and in 
connection with this there was given at 
least $200 worth of prizes by the citizens 
of Sacramento, and 800 pigeons were also 
given free to the shooters. 
The large 
gun houses of San Francisco were written 
to, asking for some contribution toward the 
success of the tournament. 
One house gave 
a gun-ca.se, another house promised a glass- 
ball trap and a barrel of glass ball.--, but they 
were never sen*. 
Several months ago the 
clubs of San Francisco combined, and gave a 
“ Grand State Tournam A t.” They did give 
the entrance money back, b u t th ey i barged a 
good rouml price for the pigeons, and the 
liberal hearted sportsm en of Sau 1 íaucisco 
secured a pair of black Spanish ch ick en s and 
a cane probably worth two dollars as extra in­ 
ducements. 
Ci mparisons, it is said, are odi­ 
ous, and I think myself th a t com parison be­ 
tween Sacramento aud San Francisco in the 
matter of liberality of their sportsmen is only 
ridiculous. 
The next point alluded to simply shows ig­ 
norance, wherein it is said there will be 75 
entries, which, at $20 apiece, with the sum 
contributed, will leave about $1,800 to be 
given as prizes, after deducting the expenses. 
Now, as there is only $203 given them, and 
the expenses will eat that up, I can t see 
where the $1,800 is to come from. 
To con­ 
clude, it is said tliat the Sacramento sp rt«- 
men will find themselves occupying a back 
seat in the first California Sportsmen’s Con­ 
vention. 
Perhaps that is a prophecy, but 
they who make it should not forget that such 
prophets have no honor in their own country.

ertions was death warded off.

After drinking they walked together toward 
the door, when the Doctor said to Mr. Beck­ 
ley, “ Ben, let’s go over to the wliarf and 
have a little talk about that matter.” They 
then walked acioss the street together, 
when 
the shooting soon 
after occurred, 
as detailed in the testimony given below, 
taken at the Coroner’s ir.quest. 
There are 
different statements as to the cause which 
led to the shooting. 
The one generally given 
is th'at the Doctor had made improper ad­ 
vances to Mrs. Beckley, and a discussion of 
the charge was in progress between them 
when the Doctor deuied the truth of the alle­ 
gation, and made some derogatory statements 
in 
reference 
to 
Mrs. 
B , 
whereupon 
Beckley demanded it s retraction, and the 
Doctor refusing, the shouting took place. 
As soon as the Doctor was dead Mr. Beck­ 
ley surrendered himself to a man by the name 
of Win. Buteriek, to whom be remarked 
that he thought he was justified in doing 
what he had done. 
Buteriek delivered him 
to Constable Hensley, and they went together 
to Justice Knott at Isleton, who did not 
deem an examination by himself necessary, 
as the Sheriff bad been telegraphed for. 
They then returned to Walnut Grove, reach­ 
ing there about the same time Sheriif Heii- 
brnn, Demity Sheriff Baker and District 
Attorney Buckley arrived. 
The Sheriff and 
Deputy 
then 
brought 
Mr. 
Beckley to 
the city and placed him iu the jail, and 
District Attorney Buckley remained to the 
inquest. 
Coroner Vermilya went dowu yes­ 
terday morning and held an inquest, and 
brought the remains to this city, where they 
will be interred. 
Dr. M. F. Clayton held a post mortem ex­ 
amination, assisted by Drs. Randall and 
Odell. 
He found that the ball had taken 
effect about opposite the outer third of the 
collar-bone, or clavicle, and about three- 
quarters of an inch 
below the clacicle; 
ranged inward and downward; it cut the 
first rib, and as it passed out. cut the second 
rib near the spinal column and lodged in the 
muscles near the upper angle of the left 
shoulder-blade. 
In its course it cut the 
subclavian artery and went through the apex 
of the left lung; He also found the left pelurai 
cavity was filled with blood. 
The following 
is the testimony taken before the Coroner 
yesterday at the inquest: 


CHARLES E. PALMER, 
Staten Island, was acquainted with deceased. 
On the afternoon of July 17, 1880, about 5 
o'clock, I was in the hotel kept by Mr. 
Brown at Walnut Grove. 
I heard loud talk 
and looked across the river, and next thing I 
heard was the report of a pistol. 
I looked 
over ami saw Dr. Summers and Mr. Beck­ 
ley, and I saw the doctor place his right 
hand on hi? left breast and exclaim imme­ 
diately after the first shot, “ My God, la m 
shot.” 
I rushed over to the wharf, and, as I 
was crossing the road, I heard another pistol 
shot. 
I hallooed to Mr. Beckley to stop 
shooting. 
Baforc I got upon the wharf he 
snapped his pistol again, and it missed fire. 
Then, after the first shot was fired, deceased 
was standing to the south of Mr. Beckley, 
who was facing deceased and standing four or 
five feet from him. 
To the cast of the parties 
were some bales of hay. 
Deceased ran 
around to the east of the hay bales followed 
by Mr. Beckley. 
Deceased stooped down 
behind the bales of hay and cried “ Murder,” 
several times. 
While deceased was stooping 
behing the hay Mr. Beckley reached his 
piistol over the bale of bay and shot at de­ 
ceased, but the pistol missed fire. 
By this 
time Mr. Beckley got around the bale of h.a> 
near deceased, and deceased partially arose 
and caught hold of the pistol. 
I was stand­ 
ing in the road about fifteen feet from the 
parties. 
A s deceased caught hold of the pis­ 
tad I jumped upou the wharf and canglit hold 
of the pistol. 
Both parties also held the 
pistol. 
Mr. Brown, I thiuk, by this time 
also caught hold of 
the pistol. 
During 
the 
struggle 
f or 
the 
pistol 
I 
pud led 
the chamber 
from 
the 
pistol and one 
cartridge 
dropped 
from 
the 
chamber 
upon 
the 
wharf. 
I 
heard 
it 
drop. 
Mr. Brown wrenched the pistol from the 
contending parties. 
This pistol looks like the 
pistol used by Mr. Berkley. 
1 can identify 
this as the chain her taken from the pistol. 
Mr. Beckley walked away with Mr. Butrick. 
About the time the pistol was taken from the 
parties deceased leaned again-t the bale of 
hay and exclaimed, “ . Ly God ! I am a dead 
man. 
Give me a pillow.' 
A pillow was 
given to him anil he laid down on hi? right 
side at the place where the Coroner found 
him. 
II-? laid down before he got the pillow, 
and when he got the pillow he laid more on 
his back. 
1 did not see deceased draw any 
wca; on or make any hostile demonstrations. 
Did not know of any quarrel having been had 
bv deceased and Mr. Beckiey previous to the 
shooting. 
A? Mr. Beckley walked away he 
said, “ You may call m ea liaras much a?you 
are a mind to, but no man can call my wife a 
liar. 
I'll shoot any man who calls my wife a 
liar.” 
l’rior to the shooting I did not notice 
any altercation between deceased and Mr. 
Beckley. 
Mr. Beckley appeared excited 
after the shooting. 
Mr. Beckley surrendered 
himself voluntarily. 
He told me he thought 
be was justified in doing what he had done and 
was willing to give himself up, and was then 
waiting fur a team to take him to Sacramento. 
Just after the first shot was fired deceased 
was retreating in an easterly direction on the 
wharf followed by Mr. Beckley, who fired a 
shot at decased. 
Deceased continued to r. - 
treat until lie reached a bale of hay, behind 
which he crouched. 


ALEXANDFR BROWN. 
I keep a hotel at Walnut Grove, in this 
county. 
Was acquainted with 
deceased. 
About twenty minute? of 5 o'clock on the 
afternoon of July 17, 1880, deceased and Mr. 
Beckley came into my hotel, walked up to 
the counter, and deceased said to Mr. Beck­ 
ley, “ Ben., what will you?” 
Mr. Beckley 
said he would have a gisss of beer, and de­ 
ceased said he would have the same. 
They 
drank the ljeer and left the hotel together. 
As they were leaving the door deceased said 
to Mr. Beckley, “ Ben, o m e over on the 
wliarf and we'll have a little talk.” In about 
ten minutes I heard some talk oil the wharf. 
1 looked over, and heard deceased say, “ It’s 
false.” A t the same time deceased uttered a 
scream, aud I saw Mr. Beckley raise the pis­ 
til and tire a shot as the deceased turned to 
run. 
Deceased immediately placed his left 
hand upon hi? right breast or shoulder, and 
screamed “ Murder !” ran around some bale? 
of hay. first iu a southerly and then in a 
easterly direction, followed by Mr. Beckley. 
As I ran across the toad I hallooed to Mr. 
Beckley for God’s sake not to .-hoot. 
He con­ 
tinued to follow decea-e l. 
I got upon the 
wharf before the second shot was tired. 
I 
undertook to dose in on him to get the pistol, 
but he handled it so recklessly that 1 was 
afraid to get near him. 
By this time they 
biul made one circuit of the hay bales. 
De­ 
cease 1 was at thi? time at the southwest cor­ 
ner of the hay htles, and Mr. Beckley was 
about five or six feet from him, and fired a 
shot at deceased. 
I think he fired over the 
top of a bale of hay. 
He fired in a southerly 
direction. 
Both parties were running. 
D e­ 
cease! ran around to the easterly corner of 
the hay bales, and crouched behind a bale of 
hay. 
Mr. Beckley came up to him. 
D e­ 
ceased kept dodging from one sida to the 
other, and Mr. Beckley kept pointing the pis­ 
tol at him. He snapped the pistol at deceased 
but it missed fire. 
A l Mr. Beckley was at­ 
tempting to cock the pistol deceased reached 
up and caught hold of the pistol. 
In the 
struggle for the pistol I caught it >ld of the 
pistol, as did also Mr. Palmer ; the spring of 
the pistol opened and the chamber dropped 
oat, and Mr. Palmer got it and remarked 
that “ it's all right, Doctor, I have got the 
chamber,” at the same time lctliug go of the 
pistol. 
I said to Mr. Becklev, “ Ben, let 
goof the pistol.” H e said, "Y ou have the 
Doctor let go first; 1 won’t shoot any more.” 
I said, “ He has let go,” and bot’iMr. Beckley 
and deceased let go at the same time, a? near 
a* I remember. 
I started to put the pistol 
away and get some water. 
Deceased laid 
u|<on the wharf, resting his head n[Kin his 
right elbow and hand. 
The pistol here ex­ 
hibited by the District Attorney and Coroner 
is the pistol with which the shooting was 
done. I think faith Mr. Beckley and deceased 
were sober. 
Don’t know- what they wanted 
to talk about. 
They appeared at my hotel 
to lie friendly. 
After the shooting Mr. 
Beckley said, “ You d 
------ 
, 
you can call me a liar; but don’t yon call my 
wife a liar I” About four minutes after the 
second shot deceased died. 
While running 
around the hay the deceased continued to ex­ 
claim “ Murder 1” and Mr. Beckley exclaimed 
two or three times, “ \ ou d 
— 
------ 
• you can call me a liar ; but don’t you 
call my wife a liar !” 
JAMES E. TOWN, 
Grand Island, sworn: 
By 
occupation a 
butcher. 
Knew deceased in hi? lifetime. 
July 17th, about 5 p. M., was sitting in Mr. 
Brown's hotel. 
Heard a pistol or gunshot. 


Directly I heard gome one say, “ Beckley, 
don’t shoot.” Heard another pistol or gun­ 
shot. 
Got up and looked out of the window, 
through the screen. 
Saw deceased crouching 
down on the southeast of the most easterly 
bale of hay on the wharf. 
I saw Mr. Beck­ 
ley holding a pistol with both hands, with the 
barrel pointing upward, and he then pointed 
it around the comer of the bale of hay at the 
deceased, who screamed “ Murder.” I started 
to go out of the hotel door. 
I could not see 
any of the difficulty from the time I started 
until I got to the door, and while going I 
thought I heard a noise like a pistol or gun­ 
shot. 
When I got out of the door I saw de­ 
ceased and Mr. Beckley and two or three oth­ 
ers in a scuffle. 
I walked down the street. 
I saw blood on the left shoulder of de­ 
ceased. 
Two or three hours after the death 
of deceased I felt on the outside of his pock­ 
ets for a pistol, but found none. 
I found a 
cartridge lying on the wharf where the scuffle 
had takeu place. 
1 picked it up and laid it 
down again. 
I went home and came back 
this morning, and picked up in the same place 
what I think is the same cartridge. 
I gave it 
to Dr. Clayton. 


FREDERICK WICHEKS, 
Walnut Grove. M y occupation is that of 
a butcher. On July 17th, near 5 o’clock P. M., 
I was in my house about 50 yarus iu a north­ 
east direction from the wharf at Walnut 
Grove. 
I heard the report of a gunshot. 
1 
went out to see from whence it came. 
Saw- 
deceased running around some bales of hay, 
followed by B. D. Beckley. 
Heard de­ 
ceased 
halloo 
“ M urder!” 
and 
“ Don’t 
shoot! ” Saw deceased crouch down behind 
tw-o bales of hay, and Mr. Beckley reached 
over the hay anil fired a shot at deceased. 
I 
was six feet away. 
Deceased continued to 
halloo "M urder!” and “ Don't shoot! ” Mr. 
Beckley followed around the bale of hay, and 
put his pistol agaiust deceased’s breast, but 
the pistol failed to explode. 
A t the same 
time deceased reached out his arms and put 
them around Mr. Beckley ’s neck, and then he 
sank backward, but retained a hold of Mr. 
Berkley's arm which held the pistol, and 
pulled Mr. Beckley over him in a stooping 
position. 
By that time myself, Mr. Brown 
and Mr. Palmer got on to the wharf, and Mr. 
Brown and Mr. Palmer got possession of the 
pistol. 
Deceased remarked that 
he 
was 
killed, and dying. 
He was lying on his right 
side. 
Saw a great deal of blood on the left 
shoulder of deceased. 
Saw no weapons with 
deceased. 
Heard only two reports. 
About 
15 or 20 minutes before the shooting I saw 
Mr. Beckley, and I thiuk he was sober then, 
aud also at the time of shooting. 
I thought 
1« was very much c-xcited at the time of the 
shooting. 
When I first saw him he was not, 
in my opinion, excited. 
T. Sharp, Wm. Buteriek, G. Lyons and 
O. S. Terrell 
were subpenaed 
as 
wit­ 
nesses, but did not attdnd. 


VERDICT. 
Walnut Grove, Sacramento county, July 
18, 1880.—A ta n inquest held on the body of 
a man dying from the effects of a gun or 
pistol-shot wound at the above-named place, 
July 17, 1SS0, we, the Coroner’s jury, duly 
summoned by the Coroner to inquire into 
the cause of eaid man’s death, do find said 
man’s name to be Henry A. Summers, a 
native of Canada, aged 42 years, and that the 
cause of tne death of the said Henry A. 
Summers was from a gun or pistoi-shot 
wound, causing hemorrhage into the cavity 
of the thorax from the divided sn'oclavian 
artery, said gun or pistol shot having been 
fired by the hands of one B. D. Beckley. 

Holtum, 
II. C. Armstrong, James D. Rhoades, E. 
Keefe. A. Mead, A. Walker, M. Madge, 
John Haskell, J. Wise, G. A. Knott.

Was about 5 feet 11 iuches in higbt, sandy 
complexion, 
light 
hair

mustache, 
weight about 240 pounds. 
H e i? said to have 
possessed an irascible disposition, often abus­ 
ing his friends upon slight pretexts, saying 
things for which he felt bound to apologize 
shortly after. 
He was a Canadian by birth, 
and graduated in 1804 from the Philadelphia 
Medical College, and commenced the practice 
of his profession in Michigan. 
Twelve years 
ago he came to Ban Francisco, and remained 
there engaged in his profession ten years. 
Two years ago ho came to this city and 
oi>eiied an office ou the west side of Eighth 
street, just south of L. 
Afterwards he re­ 
moved to the corner of J and Fifth streets. 
About nine months ago he left this city and 
opened an cilice in Rocklin, in Placer county. 
Last December he removed to Walnut Grove, 
anil remained there until the time of his 
death. 
He leaves a wife and two children, 
who are now at '.he residence of Dr. M. F. 
Clayton in this city.

E d s . R ec o r d U n io n : The subject of cle?r, 
pure water for our city haa deservedly re­ 
ceived considerable consideration of late, and 
public attention has been ca lleito the method 
of obtaining it from the ground near the city. 
There seems to be a misunderstanding in re­ 
gard to the term “ artesian well,” maDy con­ 
founding it with the “ bored well.” 
The 
proper meaning of the term is " a well made 
by perforating the different strata of earth 
by boring or other process till a water-bearing 
strata is reached which is supplied from some 
souice situated above the level of the ground 
where the well is commenced, and in which 
the water rites above its surface.” There are 
but four such wells near Sacramento, aud 
they are such by reason of the ground where 
they are situated 1 icing below the bed of the 
American river. 
The general opinion of per­ 
sons not acquainted with the nature and 
formation of the water-bearing strata near 
our city is that a sufficient supply for the 
city caunot he obtained from the earth. 


s e v e r a l e x p e r im e n t s 
Have been made by the City Trustees to test 
the correctness of this opinion, and have, 
without exception, ruled iu favor of it. 
A ll 
of these trials were made in the northwestern 
portion of the city, and from certain geologi­ 
cal conditions could not result otherwise than 
in failure to obtain good water. 
One unsuc­ 
cessful attempt was made iu the Sacramento 
liver, about opposite I street, in 1870, the 
theory advanced being that there was a 
strong underground current, from which good 
water might he obtained. 
The stream was 
supposed to be supplied by tilteration from 
the river itself. 
A prior attempt had been 
made in China slough, upon the supposition 
that there was a strong spring in that basin. 
This, as far as the existence of the spring 
was concerned, proved successful, but the 
water obtained was not satisfactory. 
The 
last attempt is still fresh in the people’s mem­ 
ory, as is the unsuccessful result. 
It was 
made to ascertain the feasibility of construct­ 
ing a large filter in the bed of the American 
river, and to test the quality of the water 
there found. 
This subject of a filter received 
considerable attention at one time, and de­ 
served to receive inore, but the filter itself 
was not spoken of at any place where itiiad 
the least chance of being a success. We have, 
I hold, near us, already constructed, a large, 
wide and inexhaustuble filter, from which 
clear, pure and soft water can be obtained by 
simply tapping the gravel bottom at the 
proper place. The cause of the failures above 
noted is easily arrived at when the subject is 
looked at in the right way. 


IN TIIE FIEST PLACE 
Let U3 call to mind the exact position of the 
Sacramento and American rivers, and remem­ 
ber that the ground lying between the rivere 
does not form a level plain, but has some 
large portions depressed to a considerable 
extebt and others raised equally above the 
average; that the general tendency of the 
line of all these considerable elevations and 
depressions is from northeast to southwest, 
finally that the gem ral average falls from 
east to west, and we are prepared to glance 
underground. 
The water in the earth near 
Sacramento runs in channels which do not 
tend directly toward or parallel with the Sac­ 
ramento river, as many suppose, but take a 
southwesterly direction, thus following the 
general tend of the elevations, depressions 
and streams of the surface, as the line of ele­ 
vations formed by Oak Ridge, Poverty Ridge, 
etc., and Burns’ slough in the eastern portion 
of the city. 
The veins immediately under the 
city dip from east to west about forty feet to 
the mile, commencing at the eastern portion 
of the city, and convey water as follows : 
Starting at the northwestern coruer and pro­ 
ceeding southeasterly across the city, thus 
cutting all the veins at about right angle.?, we 
find fir-t iron water'at a depth of some 75 feet 
below the high grade, as was recently proven 
by the well in the bed of the American river. 
A t the railroad shops, the Pioneer Mill and 
the experimental well iu the bed of the Sac­ 
ramento river there is an abundance of wat-r, 
but still containing iron. 
A t II. S. Crocker 
& Co.’.? printing office the same quality of 
water i? found. 
A t or about the line of the 
old slough which rau through the city in early 
days, past Eighth and J, ¡sixth and K, etc., 
the character of the water changes from iron 
to alkali, and is found about fifty feet below 
the huí face. 
With or.e exception this remains 
till Bums’ slough is reached and the depth is 
reduced to thirty feet. 
The exception re­ 
ferred to, 
A NARROW STRIP 
Which lies in the same general direction aud 
crosses K street at the ice factory, .between 
Tenth and Eleventh. 
In this strip the upper 
vein is absent and 110 water-bearing strata is 
readied tiil at a depth of some 120 feet. 
Here is a vein of excellent quality, affording 
an abundance of dear, cold and pure water. 
There are several successful wells on this 
strip and more are contemplated. 
A t Barns’ 
slough the water again changes and we find 
the pure, soft, clear and cold water so much 
desired. 
The water - tearing strata also 
change their character here and do not 
vary in depth to such an extent as we pro- 
eeed eastward, but remain at the same ave: - 
age depth for miles. 
That the ?n;q ly iu this 
vein i? practically inexhrustible, is well 
known to all who are familiar with the kuI - 
jtefc.

Are pumped from it cvciy day and have been 
fo r }ear?. 
A t one place 20,000 gallons are 
taken fr**m a well thirty feet every hour for 
Un to fifteen hours a day during the summer, 
ar.d this is the capacity of the pumps aud 
not of the well. 
This is but a single instance 
of whatcsn be seen in many places southeast 
of Sacramento, and in no place ha3 there been 
a failure of supply where the well has been 
properly sunk. 
While a great deal might be 
written on this subject, the above. I believe, 
presepts an outline of it as found from yeats 
of practice and expi rimenting, and from 
which I may make a few deductions. First— 
Iu regard to the filter which occupied such a 
prominent isisition on the list. 
Numerous 
propositions have been advanced in regard, to 
locating a filter in the western portion of the 
city upon various theories, some being ia- 
tended to draw their supply from the Sacra­ 
mento river, and the last upon the supposi­ 
tion that a vein of gravel could be found at 
from twenty to thirty feet below the surface 
and be supplied by tilteration 
from the 
American river. 
This part of the city, it has 
been shown, overlies the seventy-five feet, or 
, iron vein of water, and as there is no supply 
j to he had at 3 leas depth the experimental 
well had to reach that vein, and, of course, 
the result was unfavorable. 


THE RESULTS OBTAINED 
From this experiment anil the previous one 
in the Sacramento river, as well as the fact of 
iron water being found under all that portion 
of the city, clearly show that it is not a fa- 
vot able locality for establishing a filter. 
Be­ 
sides these reasons are several to be found on 
the surface, which tend to render any location 
in that portion of the city unfavorable. 
It 
biing in the extreme corner of the city, and 
in a place that i ; constantly filling in and 
being washed out, would necessitate an im­ 
mense expenditure of money, and the city 
would not be permanently benefited thereby. 
Let uh then look for a better location, that 
shall fulfill the following conditions, which 
are of considerable importance: It should 
supply an abundance of pure soft and clear 
water ; be of easy access ; ou or near an ele­ 
vation 
sufficient 
to 
afford 
a 
pressure 
of 
at 
least 
ten 
pounds 
per 
square 
inch at Front and I streets, and capable of 
being cin?t! ucted at a comparatively light cost. 
Poverty Kidge, in the eastern portion of the 
city, fulfills the third condition as to eleva­ 
tion, and the gravel beds at the base of the 
ridge tap the large natural filter, thuB con- 
f irming to the hret c mdition. 
Being near 
the railway the location is easily reached, and 
the cost of constructing the Lecessary works 
would be light. 
The first source of supply of 
this immense 


UNDERGROUND STREAM 
I? undoubtedly in the mountains northeast of 
here, and the American river crossing it at a 
slight difference in depth, affords an almost 
unlimited additional supply. 
The 
water 
flows through this channel toward the south- 
we.‘t tiil it reaches the underground current 
of the Sacramento river. 
That there is such 
a current or stream has been proven by 
numerous experiments made all along the 
river on either side. 
To give all the reasons 
and facts obtained in support of this theory 
would occupy too much time for me now to 
detail; for, while being easy of demonstra­ 
tion it requires considerable spate to set them 
forth. 
Thus we have the original and popu­ 
lar proposition of a filter carried out, but use 
a liatnrai and permanent one in place of the 
costly and temporary ones required if located 
any p!ace on or near the rivers. 
The differ­ 
ence in cost would lie amply sufficient to 
move the present works and make ail neces­ 
sary changes. 
Besides, the important ad 
vantage of large reservoirs could be had, 
which would materially lessen the high cost 
of pumping. 
Second—In regard to 


A SUPPLY 
Of water for fire purposes. 
As before no­ 
ticed there is an ample supply of water for 
this purpose in the first vein of gravel met 
with under any portion of the city. 
The 
manner of obtaining it is illustrated by the 
two wells already tested by the Fire Coru- 
ini.-sioneis, or e at Sixteenth and H streets 
and one at Ninth and K street?, and pro­ 
nounced by them to bs a decided improve­ 
ment over the present system. 
A well is 
sunk to the required iiistai.ee (from 30 to 60 
feet), and well cased with heavy iron tubing, 
thus rendering it permanent. 
The water in 
these wells stands at an Rverage of 15 feet 
from the surface, and a? yet has not been 
lowered by our be.-t fire engine running at a 
high speed for over 30 minutes. 
In these 


wells are placed a heavy suction pipe prop­ 
erly arranged for keeping the water at the 
surface, and construc ted to couple direct with 
the suction pipe of the engine. 
These can 
be constructed at a light cost and are always 
ready, giving an abundance of clear cold 
water, while the cisterns at present in use 
require constant attention, and when there is 
a fire have to be supplied from hydrants. 
These suggestions are in the interest of no 
one, there is no ax to grind. 
The city has 
streets and alleys in number where it can 
make tests aloi g the ridges indicated, and 
need enter on no one’s property or buy a foot 
of laud. 
A few hundred dollars would sink 
a well and a few more put up boilers and 
pumps to make a thorough test, as to the 
result of which I have no doubt.

T he W a t e r Q u e st io n .— Since the water 
agitation has been renewed, it has developed 
that there is now large quantities of good 
water drawn from bored wells in and near the 
city, and that so many have resolved to bore 
for water on the belt deemed favorable that 
there is danger, if they succeed, of the city’s 
water revenue falling off considerably. 
An 
experiment Í3 to be commenced this week on 
the property of Judge Denson, at Twelfth 
and O streets, to bore a well very deep iu 
search of good water. 
As it has been struck 
at Ninth and P streets, it is believed it will 
be at Twelfth and.O, which is just above. A 
competent person has made and furnished, 
the R eco rd U n io n with a statement of the 
present daily water yield of several of the 
more important bored wells in or near the 
city, which yield good, soft, clear drinking 
water that is daily used for domestic pur­ 
poses. 
It will be seen that the total is in 
excess of the amount now used by the city. 
The person who made the calculations add? 
that all these wells are operated by pumps of 
small power ; that every well named will sup­ 
ply pumps of the greatest power ; that it is 
practically impossible to lower these wells by 
any known machinery, ami the supply de­ 
pend? only on the size aud number of the 
wells and ,he capacity if the lifting power; 
v, herefore, it is concluded, the supply i? in­ 
exhaustible. It is to be noted that the e well? 
are all in a givtu belt, about one-half miie 
wide, tunning from the northeast to the 
southwest. 
The tstimate is made that there 
are from sixty to eighty bored wells in the 
belt and near the city’s east border, all now 
yielding good water, and that ail the wells 
below named, except one, have been from 
one to ten years iu use, aud give no evidence 
of diminution :

About three weeks 
ago as Mr. Bradley was leaving his residence 
he noticed a small kitten on the stej*s, and 
stopped to caress it. He took it in his arms, 
and while stroking it the vieious little brute 
fastened its teeth in the ball of his thumb, 
and hung on so tenaciously as to require its 
jaws to be nried open in order to release the 
thumb. 
Mr. Bradley applied his mouth to 
the wound and sucked out considerable blood, 
and then paid no more attention to it. Two 
or three days after the thumb commenced 
to inflame and contiuued to grow worse dur­ 
ing the two succeeding weeks, at the end 
of which he was obliged to call in medi­ 
cal assistance. 
The physician pronounced 
his injury very dangerous, and treated Mr. 
Bradley for blood-poisoning. 
The patient 
continued to grow worse, and yesterday it 
was resolved, as a last hope, to amputate the 
arm. 
WheD the surgeon arrived for that 
purpose it was evidently too late for human 
skill to avert death, as Mr. Bradley was un­ 
conscious and dying.' During the night he 
recovered consciousness and made his will, 
after which he relapsed into unconsciousness, 
and at 10 o'clock this morning he died.
